FINNISH SOCIETY FOOTNOTES 


Ten years ago many Finnish 
families and single men and 
women arrived in Edmonton. They 
knew that ahead of them lay many 
difficulties. They realized that their 
cant knowledge of the English 
language would create their biggest 
problem. 

Many of them were very lonely, 
because they were not able to 
communicate with their Canadian 
neighbors. They decided that one 
way to combat this loneliness would 
be to organize a club for the 
Finnish people of Edmonton, where 
they could keep Finnish culture alive, 
and at the same time learn the 
customs of other Canadians. Thus 
the Finnish Society of Edmonton 
was bom. 

The Club received much assistance 
from the Finnish people who had 
lived here for many years, and 
although the membership is fairly 
small, the members have always 
had an enjoyable time at the 
socials. The Society has always 
been ready to help anyone in need. 

The activities of thfe Society have 
been varied. They have included 
monthly dances, a yearly bazaar, 
Christmas parties, an annual fish¬ 
ing derby, sewing circles, midnight 
bonfires, housewarmings, birthday 
and farewell parties. In addition to 
these activities, many interesting 
plays have been presented. The 
Society has also arranged socials 
for the Finnish people in Thorhild, 
Eckville and Abbee. During the 
past two years bursaries have 
been awarded to students to enable 
them to further their educations. 

The 10th Anniversary celebration 
was held at the Devlin banquet 
room on October 5, 1963. A brief 
program was followed by a smor¬ 
gasbord supper and dancing. It 
was a most enjoyable evening for 
all who came, and certainly the 
most memorable. event in the 
Society’s history. We acknowledge 
our thanks to all the people who 
so willingly helped to make the 
celebration such a success.

Sons Of 

Norway Emblem 

The dragons that came gliding 
out of the mists to explore Ireland, 
Scotland, Briton and most of Europe 
as well as North America during 
the ninth, tenth and eleventh 
centuries were not imaginary. These 
dragons were real and their bodies 
were the dreaded Viking langskip 
(langboat) that for three centuries 
made their mark in most of the 
known world. Guided by their wits, 
and in good weather by the North 
Star and other celestial bodies, they 
left their land of the Midnight Sun 
to travel, explore and settle in all 
parts of the world. 

Sons of Norway, a fraternal 
benefit society, providing member¬ 
ship privileges and life and hospital 
insurance for 20th century VIKINGS 
has captured some of this history 
and tradition in its beautiful emblem 
in the shape of the VIKING 
SHIELD; emblazed at the top is the 
NORTH STAR; surrounded by the 
big S/N; followed by the heavens 
and the MIDNIGHT SUN, the rolling 
SEA and the VIKING SHIP (lang¬ 
boat) to become the finest and most 
versatile ship in the world at the 
time of these explorations, when the 
rest of the world was in confusion 
and chaos. The ship was not only 
capable of crossing the treacherous 
North Atlantic, but of skimming 
up shallow rivers deep inland. 
Evidences of their landings have 
been found as far inland as 
Alexandrea, Minnesota, where they 
carved out a message on the now 
famed runestone.

Toward the end of the tenth 
century, Tryggvason’s “Lonp Ser¬ 
pent” is said to have been 160 feet 
long having 34 oars on each, side. 
Most ships however, were 80 feet 
long sharply pointed on prow and 
stern, widening to about 16 feet 
amidship, with 16 oars oh each side. 
For their size they were extremely 
light because all planking was 
clinker type, hand-hewn to leave 
cleats for lashing with thongs to the 
ribs. There was no superstructure 
to protect the crew from the 
elements except that while in port 
a tarpaulin could be stretched tent¬ 
like over two long poles running 
down the center of the ship. 

The rudder or “steerboard” was 
on the right side where it could 
be pivoted up out of the way in 
shallwo water and accounts for the 
right side of the ship being called 
the “starboard.” 

There was so little room aboard 
that all shields were stored hanging 
over the gunwales on each side. 
The Vikings were proud of their 
ship. The brightly painted shields, 
brilliantly enameled dragon heads 
on the prow, and for special occa¬ 
sions bi/ghsiy colored;, vertically 
striped velvet sails made a dazzling 
impression. The Viking Age came 
to an end in about the 11th century 
when stronger bridges were built 
on rivers to bar the long ship and 
when coastal defenses were im¬ 
proved and well manned. 

It was then the langskip gave way 
to the Knarr, or trading ship, which 
was clumsier and slower but whose 
broad beam was more spacious for 
carrying cattle, food stuffs, farm 
gear and families. It was then the 
Viking Dragon disappeared from 

the seas and rivers but took her 
place in the hearts of men who 
remember her sleek beauty. All 
this history is symbolically repre¬ 
sented in the Sons of Norway 

Shield.

Sweden Ranking 
Second Among 

Tanker Builders 

* * * 

Among the world’s shipbuilding 
nations, Sweden remained in fourth 
place in gross tonnage launched 
and finished during the second 
quarter of this year, according to 
Lloyd’s Register of Shipping. 

Sweden also comes fourth in the 
list, of countries with the greatest 
tonnage under construction. The 
figures also show that the average 
size of vessels built in Swedish 
shipyards is larger than the aver¬ 
age for the three leading countries, 
Japan, the United Kingdom and 
Western Germany. 

One reason for this is the rela¬ 
tively high proportion of tankers, 
Sweden ranking second among the 
shipbuilding nations for this kind 
of ships. The gross tonnage launch¬ 
ed in the second quarter in the 
four leading nations was Japan 
44 ,215 (165 vessels); U.K. 272,456 
(43 vessels); West Germany 281,891, 
(54 vessels) and Sweden 246,943 (21 
vessels). 

Work was started in the second 
quarter on 170 ships in Japan 
(589,989 gross tons), on 44 in the 
United Kingdom (2 4,041 tons) on 
21 in Sweden (204, 84 tons) and on 
44 in West Germany (185, 49 tons). 


Nordic Maritime 

Law Institute 

* # * 

Nordic Institute of Maritime Law, 
the first institute in the field of 
jurisprudence to be jointly sponsor¬ 
ed by the five Nordic countries, 
has been officially opened at the 
University of Oslo. 

Established on the initiative of 
Sweden, following recommendations 
adopted by the consultative Nordic 
Council at its fall meeting in 1959, 
the Institute began its work in 
January, 1963. 

Denmark, Finland, Norway and 
Sweden each has one representative 
on the Institute’s board, which is 
chaired by Dr. Sjur Braekhus, 
Professor of Jurisprudence at the 
University of Oslo. 

The cost of operation is shared 
by the participating countries with 
Norway and Sweden each paying 
35 per cent, Denmark 20 per cent 
and Finland 10 per cent. 

Renovation of premises in the old 
building of Oslo University has 
been financed partly by the Nor¬ 
wegian state and partly by contri¬ 
butions from Norwegian shipping 
and insurance firms.

A Gift Hospital In 
My sen, Norway 

A hospital in Norway with an 
unusual background is nearing 
completion and is expected to be 
officially opened by the end of the 
year. It is located in Mysen in 
southeastern Norway and its name 
will be the Edwin Rudd Hospital 
for geriatric diseases. (The branch 
of medicine that deals with the 
diseases and hygiene of old age). 

What is unusual about it is the 
fact that the entire hospital built 
at the cost of some five million 
kroner, is the gift of a man who 
was bom in that part of the 
country, but emigrated in his early 
twenties to the new world and where 
he died close to eighty years old. 

The man for whom the hospital 
is named, Edwin Ruud, was bom 
in 1854 of very poor parents and 
came to the United States in the 
late 1870’s. He had his basic 
technical education in Norway, and 
his technical knowledge combined 
with his rare business acumen soon 
brought him great riches in his 
new home. 

At the time of his death in 1932 
he was considered one of the five 
wealthiest men in the city of 
Pittsburgh, and when his estate was 
finally settled in 1954, it was found 
that he had donated more than five 
million kroner to the place of his 
birth which he had left more than 
half a century before.
